TM Caira: Time to 


‘redirect resources” 
from buses to classrooms 


WILMINGTON - When Town 
Manager Michael Caira presented 
his proposed 2002 fiscal budget to 
the Board of Selectmen at its 
January 22 meeting, he began by 
referring to the new Middle School 
on Carter Lane and the soon-to-be- 
opened Public Safety Building on 
Church Street. 

Said Caira, “These buildings, and, 
more importantly, the services that 
they enable us to provide, symbol- 
ize the growth of our community 
and the character of its people. 
Clearly, we have crossed the 
threshold into the new millennium 
with a sense of purpose and a com- 
mitment to a continuum of 
progress and excellence.” 

From that point on, in an address 
that lasted approximately an hour, 
Caira outlined his course for that 
continued progress and excellence 
for the year to come. 

Caira started by declaring an 
increase in “free cash” that is being 
provided this year to the Communi- 
ty from the state, Last year, he 
noted, Wilmington received more 
than $3.6 million in “free cash,” 
which was an increase of $1.25 mil- 
lion from the previous year. For 
Fiscal Year 2002, the town is 


expected to receive as much as $6 
million. 

“The importance of free cash as a 
Measurement of a community's 
financial condition cannot be over- 
stated,” said Caira. 

According to the town manager, 
free cash serves as a community's 
most important reserve. In fact, 
such monies are intended for spe- 
cific and extraordinary purposes 
only. For example, in 1998, voters 
allocated $432,300 of “free cash” to 
acquire land on Wildwood Street 
that abuts town-owned land and 
school property. 

For Fiscal Year 2002, Caira pro- 
posed to allocate $585,000 for the 
Specific use of addressing “critical 
public safety and environmental 
needs.” 


In addition to “free cash,” Caira 
announced the following funds that 
will be available for F'Y2002: $38.5 
million in tax levies; $4.9 million in 
local receipts; approximately $2 
million in sewer local receipts; $10.1 
million in local aid; $338,003 in 
funds from the Water Department; 
$20,000 from the sales of cemetery 
lots; and $35,000 from the cemetery 
trust fund. 

It all adds up to the tune of 
$56,524,935, and Caira proposed 


allocating it in the following man 
ner; 42% for education, 30% for 
municipal needs, 26% for combined 
costs and 2% for capital outlay and 
warrant articles. 

Naturally, Caira spoke of his pro- 
posed allocations for matters per- 
taining to public safety, public 
works, community development 
public buildings and human servic: 
es. His most emphasized propos: 
als, however, pertained to costs and 
goals relating to education and the 
Wilmington School Department. In 
fact, the appropriation for educa 
tion in FY2002 comes in at a little 
more than $21.5 million, a figure 
positioned at 7.65% higher than last 
year. 

Said Caira, “This increase speaks 
directly to the town's commitment 
to addressing educational needs 
that are driven by a steadily rising 
student enrollment.” 

According to Caira, the primary 
intention of such an allocation is to 
secure the hiring of a minimum of 
twelve full-time teachers at all 
grade levels throughout the school 
system. Such provisions will 
enable Superintendent of Schools 
Geraldine O'Donnell in her push to 
dramatically reduce class size

Blasting to be protested

Drainage will be directed to the 
existing easement on the north 
side. At least half the site is com- 
prised of ledge, which may indicate 
the need to blast. A vernal pool 
exists in the wetlands on the prop- 


erty, 

Drainage plans include provisions 
for the 25 to 100-year storms, He 
! said that there will be no discharge 
of contaminated runoff to the wet- 
lands. The open parking slab is 
treated as parking lot drainage. 
The runoff will be directed to catch 
basins and allowed to slowly drain 
into the drainage easement. Mr. 
Sullivan indicated that the designed 
drainage system for that particular 
property will ease the saturation 
levels experienced in that area by 
slower infiltration of the runoff. 

He said that he included a turn- 
around based on the fire depart- 
ment's needs, adjusted the plans to 
yeomply, with th the ‘Town 4 
‘requirements and has‘ met the ~ 
requirements of the other town 
boards. 

The commission raised questions 
about the effect blasting would 
have on the vernal pool, drainage 
from the upper level of the parking 
area and the final design for the 
sewer connection. In addition, a 
revised letter from the Town 
Engineer cited a few more issues 
that need to be addressed. 

“There are two ‘off-site wetlands 
that I need to check,” said 
Assistant Director of Planning and 
Conservation John Keeley.

‘Hand-in-glove’ in 
North Reading 

“In the shadow of a utility 
pole with no fewer than four 
dozen wires on it, town and state 
officials held a ceremony that 
promises those wires will be 
buried, out of sight, forever,” 
notes the “North Reading 


“Kevin J. Sullivan, state 
Secretary of Transportation and 
Construction and Matthew J. 
Amorello, Commissioner of the 
Mass. Highway Department, 
appeared with town officials to 
announce North Reading will 
receive $1.3 million in state 
funds to bury the cluttered 
array of overhead utility lines 
along a 700-foot stretch of Park 
St. in the town historic district. 

“The ceremony took place on 
the town common, at the corner 
of Haverhill and Park Sts., an 
intersection heavily marred by a 
thick array of power lines, tele- 
phone wires and television 
cables. . 

“The funds will be received 
through the state’s PWED 
(Public Works Economic 
Development) grant, which the 
town applied for last summer. 

“The project to bury the utili- 
ty lines will take place ‘hand-in- 
glove’ with the $4.5 million 
Route 62 reconstruction project 
scheduled to get underway in 
2001, said Amorello. 

“Because the cost of burying 
the wires will be picked up by 
the state grant, neither the tax 
rate nor the utility bills of resi- 
dents will be affected by the 
project. 

“The drive to bury the 
unsightly utility wires in the 
town center began a number of 
years ago as the dream of two 
members of the historical com- 
munity, Barbara Neiley and 
Barbara O’Brien, who advocat- 
ed for removing the wires as 
part of the Route 62 project...”

“In recent days, he talked 
candidly to a joint meeting of 
the Winchester and Woburn 
Rotary clubs held at the Woburn 
Country Club.

“They liked the idea of bond- 
ing and joined fraternal organi- 
zations such as the Masons and 
the Shrine,” McKertich theo- 
rized. 

. He noted that the Shrine is 
the highest level that can be 
obtained as a Mason and the 
members, in the past, have 
come from the York and 
Scottish Rites of the Masons. 

» However, according to 
McKertich, the younger genera- 
tion during the ‘60s were more 
interested in protests than in 
joining establishment organiza- 
tions. Thus, by the early 1970s 
Shrine membership had de- 
clined to about 12,000. 

The move was on to find a 
new home and after a long 
search the Wilmington location 
was found. According to 
McKertich, the building was 
originally constructed as furni- 
ture warehouse by Leo Barbo, 
owner of the former Barbo’s 
Furniture in Stoneham. The 
Shrine officials liked the loca- 
tion and the size of the building 
and purchased it. 

“We needed a home for the 
various groups and marching 
units (that are part of the 
Shrine),” McKertich said. 

Room was available in the 
building to house some 17 uni- 
formed units including march- 
ing platoons, the Oriental Band, 
the Scottish Pipers, and the 
Motor Patrol and of course the 
Shriners’ clowns, The patrol 
also needed room to house and 
maintain their fleet of 1901 
Oldsmobile replicas. 

Patrol member Bill Reid of 
Reading noted that the vehicles 
themselves are almost antiques 
as they near 25 years of use. 
Many of the parts have to be 
handcrafted by members of the 
patrol. 

“The vehicles cannot be 
replaced,” Reid said. 

Aside from the money these 
units raise for charity they also 
run an annual cookout for chil- 
dren in Boston's Shriners’ Burn 
Institute. 

The Aleppo Motor Patrol is 
one of eight units of its kind in 
the country arid’is 6

The large area in the front of 
the building was a draw as well. 
It could be used to hold the 
famous Shrine circuses and 
rodeos that are still a part of the 
buildings tradition today. 

Those events are the major 
fundraisers for the Burn 
Institute and some 21 other hos- 
pitals around the country that 
treat burn and/or orthopedic 
cases for any child under 18 
yéars of age, free of charge. The 
only requirement is that person 
be under 18, and race, color, 
creed, economic situation or 
even Shrine membership is not a 
cdrisideration. 

‘According to McKertich, the 
idea for a nationwide hospital 
network came about in 1922 
when the first one was opened in 
Shreveport, Louisiana. 

‘He noted that the idea was 
borne out of a need that was felt 
by the organization to change 
their image from a good-time 
partying group to one that is 
ihvolved in the community. 
{Shrine Recorder Harvey 
Waugh of Lynnfield said, “The 
Shrine is a great organization

‘The newest and best method of 
hair removal these days involves 
a laser beam penetrating through 
the skin and down to the hair fol- 
licle (root).
